On our approach I faw fome fhips at anchor in 
the Great Road, but as the weather was hazy, and the 
fhips under the land, I could not fufficiently afcertain 
their ftrength until-we had run the full length of the 
ifland, when I clearly diftinguifhed them to be three 
French frigates, and a large failing gun-veffel, with 
their topfail-yards ready boifted to come outtous. At 
this inftant a heavy and fudden {quall of wind from the 
N. W. carried away the Amelia’s main-top ma{t and

Accounts have been received from the T'yrol, that 
the French force which had penetrated into that country 
had been obliged to evacuate it completely ; and that 
General Jourdan’s army, as well as a great part of Ber- 
nadotte’s, had repaffed the Rhine, having left a garsi- 
fon im Manheim, and in the works of Kehl, but had a- 

_ bandoned the blockade of Phillipfourg. The Auftrians 
have advanced to Friberg and Qiienburg, and have 
fummoned Kehl to furrender. 

Advices from Raftadt of the 8th April mention, that 
General Staray had gained a very confiderable advan- 
tage over the Fresca General St. Cyr, as the latter 
was retreating from Freudenttadt to Offenburg, on his 
wav to Kehl, and that the French had lott a confider- 
able park of ar.illery.

The accounts ftom Italy do not come down fo late 
as that contained in General Scherer’s letter of the 6th 
April, in which he acknowledged having been defeated 
on the sth, and forced to retire under cover of Mantua ; 
but they bring the circumftances of an aétion on the 
31{t ultimo with which we were before unacquainted, 
and in which the French were defeated with the lofs of 
8000 men. «As we premiled fome days ago, it feems 
to have been the object of the French to force the 
Auftrians from their pofitions on the Adige, before 
they Should be reinforced by the Ruflians. 

By an article from Strafburgh, of the 7th April, it 
appears that the head quarters of the French army had 
been transferred on the preceding day to that place. 
Several fkirmifhes had taken place between the Auftrian 
advanced patroles and the flying rear of the French 
army. 

The Auftrian right wing had entered Fribourg ; the 
enemy had broken down all the bridges near Breyfack. 

The French have now only the,garrifon of Kehl on 
the right bank of the Rhine. 

Generals Hotze, Jellachich, and Bellegarde, were 
preparing to make a general attack upon the Grifons the 
moment the Archduke enters Switzerland by Schaff- 
houfen. 

The Duke of Montrofe leaves town in a few days 
for Edinburgh, to join his regiment, which came from 
Ireland with the ftate prifoners to Fort George. 











FROMTHE HAMBURGH MAIL. 
VIENNA—April 6. 

According to advices received from Field-Marthal 
Lieutenant Kray, by Lieutenant Barbaza, the enemy, 
after he had driven the corps pofted near Verona, under 
General Kaim, from its pofition at Paftrengo, had, on 
the 30th of March, paffed the Adige with. the whole 
divifion of General Serrurier, and driven back our chain 
of advanced pofts to within’ half a league of Verona, 
and endeavoured with a column of infantry to carry the 
heights that fupport our right flank, in which attempt, 
had he fucceeded, he would have been able to harafs 
the main body of the army encamped on the road from 
Vicenza. 

In this critical fituation General Kray ordered the 
divifion under General Frohlich to attack the enemy. 
It was obliged to defile through the town by the Vi- 
centine road, and did not arrive at the place of its defti- 
nation till after two hours. But when it arrived it at- 
tacked in three columns, each of which, notwithitand- 
ing the fuperiority of the enemy, and his obftinate re- 
fiftance, .was vigtorious. ‘The enemy was driven back 
above three leagues, and forced towards the bridge with 
fuch precipitation, that fearing we fhould pafs with his 
flying troops, he deftroyed the upper bridge himfelf, 
leaving the,remnant of his column. behind, the greater 
part of which we made prifoners, and the remainder, 
who endeavoured to make their efcape over the moun- 
tains of the 'Fyrol, we expect foon to be brought in. 
The fecond bridge was likewife ftormed “by our brave 
troops, itwithftanding a heavy cannonade from the 
heights on the other bank. 

‘The fuccefsful iffue of this a@tion entirely fruflrated 
the views of the enemy, which were to gain poffefhion 
of the heights behind Verona, pals the Adige at Ron- 
ko, and thus, by turning our two wings, oblige them

After the French on the joth ult. had made the 
fourth fruitlefs attack on the Aultrians in Italy, under 
the command of General Kray, they on the 31/t at- 
tempted a fifth, and General Scherer appeared deter- 
mined to defeat the Auttrians, and take Legnago and 
Verona before the Ruflians fhould arrive. With this 
view he continually brought up freth troops, and rein- 
forced himfelf with the garrifons of Mantua and Pef- 
chicra, but all his endeavours failed, and on the gilt 
he was entirely defeated with great lofs. The Aultrians 
cut off the retreat of the French over the Adige at 
Rivoli ; and they loft in killed, wounded, and prifoners, 
not lefs than 8000 men. 

(ANOTHER LETTER, SAME pate.) 

The magiltracy of this city have received the follow- 
ing official account, dated Verona, head-quarters of 
General Kray, 1ft April. 

In the night between the goth and gift, a French 
column pafled the Adige over a bridge of boats, near 
Rivoli, to attack in flank, by the mountains, the right 
wing of the Imperial army... ‘The Generals Kray and 
Kaim had recourfe to the following f{tratagem: They 
caufed their infantry.to retteat almoit to Verona, in or- 
der to amufe the French, while a corps of cavalry, hav- 
ing with them 20 or 25 pontoons, went by the bye- 
roads and deftroyed the bridge. ‘The retreat of the 
Freach column being thas cut off, 2000 were killed or 
wounded, and the remaining 6000 laid down their 
arms. They had with them 11 pieces of cannon, and 
a great number of amnyunition waggons. 

SWABIA—April 7. 

The head quarters of the Archduke Charles were on 
thé 3d at Geiffengen, whence they were rcmoved to 
Mofkirch. ‘The French General Ferino has retreated 
over the Rhine near Schaffhaufen. 

RASTADT—Appril 5. 

Yefterday the French Minifters received two cou- 
riers extraordinaty, and fent off as many. ‘The firft 
of thefe couriers was an officer from the army befieging 
Philipfourgh ; the fecond came from Gengenbach, the 
head-quarters of the army of the Danube, to announce 
that the Archduke Charles had defeated the right wing, 
under the orders of General Ferino, near Schaffhoufen. 
The faie intelligence was brought in the evening to 
Count Metternich. ‘The retreat of the French army of 
the Rhine began the 3d of this month, flackens to-day, 
although it was yeiterday puthed with the greateft pre- 
cipitation—it lafted till midnight. AJ} the adminiitra- 
tions, artillery, ammunition, baggage, &c. fell back by 
Kehl to Strafburgh—more than 400 waggons loaded 
with peafants were carried away to the laft city. The 
park of heavy artillery remains at Kebl. ‘The Imperial 
advanced potts are already in this country. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS—April 22. 
THE UNION. 


The Cuancetcor of the Excnequer moved that 
the addrefs of the Houfe of Lords, on the fubject of 
the Union with Ireland, fhould be read. This being 
done, Mr Pitt proceeded fimply to move, “that this 
Houfe do concur with their Lordfhips in this addrefs.” 

Mr Dovetas {poke very much at length in favour 
of an Union, and went over the whole ground of argu- 
ment in a clear perfpicuous manner. 

Lord Suerrierp gave his affent to the priociple of 
the refolution on which an Union was propofed to be 
effected, but entertained a doubt on the means and the 
time at which: they were offered to the Irifh nation. 

Sir Francis Burnett, in a warm fpeech, depre- 
cated the meafure of an Union, as propofed at prefent 
by minifters, whom he confidered as the authors of all 
the cruelties that had been exercifed in lreland; and 
the incendiaries by whom that nation had been reduced 
to its prefent unhappy fituation. Ele thought that there 
was one man, whom difguft had. driven from the coun- 
cils of the country, to whom only the Irifh would 
liften, who would pour balm into their wounds, and 
gently lead them to fafety and happinefs. 

Mr Buxton warmly replied to Sir Francis Burdett, 
juftified the conduc of Adminiftration, and afcribed 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer the falvation of the 
country, 

Mr H. Browne concutred in fentiments with Mr 
‘Buxton, approved of the addrefs, but expreffed his 
exception to the admiflion of one hundred members 
into the Houfe. 

General Lorrus approved of the plan of the Uni- 
on, which, he faid, would moft. certainly produce the 
belt effects. 

General Fitzpatrick thought the refolutions thould 
now reft, as having obtained the affent of the two 
Houfes, and wait for the decifion of the Irith Parlia- 
ment. This he preferred, as fairer than laying them 
at the foot of the throne, for the purpofe of tran{mitting 
them, with the additional influence of the Crown, to the 
Irifh nation. : 

Mr Canninc replied in a very able manner to 
General Fitzpatrick. 

The motion for concutring in the Lords addrefs 
was then put and carried, and a meflage ordered to be 
fent to the Lords. . 

The bill for fuppreffing feditious focieties was read 
a firit time, and ordered to be read a fecond time on 
Monday next.— Adjourned at twelve o’clock.
